The  7th  Annual  Rafer  Johnson  Decathlon  was  held  last  June  on  the  track.  Dave  Higle  won 
the  track  division,  just  missing  being  the  second  person  ever  to  score  over  1,000  points.  (Kirk 
Parkin  is  the  only  Roosevelt  student  to  ever  score  oVer  a  thousand  points).  Ernie  Gordon  set 
a  new  record  for  most  points  scored  by  an  open  division  decathlete  in  winning  that  division  last 
year. 

The  Decathlon  is  held  each  June  in  two  divisions  for  two  days.  The  track  division  is  open 
for  all  members  in  good  standing  in  the  FDR  spring  track  team.  The  open  division  is  for  all 
9-12  graders  at  Roosevelt  who  have  been  on  an  athletic  team  at  school  for  the  past  school  year 
(freshman,  JV,  or  varsity)  and  have  not  been  dismissed  from  the  team  during  the  school  year 
nor  have  quit  any  team  during  the  past  school  year. 

Trophies  are  presented  for  the  top  two  in  each  division.  The  trophies  are  donated  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  John  Wheeler,  in  memory  of  their  late  son,  Thomas  Wheeler,  who  was  the  only  two  time 
open  division  decathlon  winner  and  who  still  owns  many  records  for  Roosevelt.  The  varsity  club 
donates  tee  shirts  awarded  each  year  to  any  participant  who  scores  at  least  a  point  in  completing 
the  entire  ten-event  program  in  bonafide  attempts  for  each  event.  The  tee  shirts  awarded  are 
a  different  color  each  year  with  first  year  participants  receiving  a  blue  shirt,  second  year  red, 
third  year  green  and  fourth  year  gold. 

The  ten  events  are  spaced  apart  with  five  each  day.  On  the  first  day  the  100  yard  dash,  long 
jump,  440  yard  dash  shot  put,  and  the  two  mile  run  are  contested.  The  final  days  events  consist 
of  the  220  yard  dash  (on  the  straight-away),  high  jump,  half  mile  run  (800  yard  run),  discus, 
and  mile  run.  A  large  calibrated  scoring  chart  is  used  for  each  event  with  the  maximum  number 
of  points  awarded  for  each  event  being  200  points.  School  records  are  posted  and  results  posted 
with  the  awards  in  the  gym  display  case  in  May  and  June.  Each  year  the  number  of  participants 
has  increased  and  competition  has  become  more  competitive  to  determine  Roosevelt’s  top 
athletes  in  the  school.  A  large  number  of  spectators  are  usually  present  for  each  day’s  events 
on  the  track  also.
